Pretical railroad men say the escape of 
passengers on the train “which was dé- 
ruiled in the tunnel yesterday was due to 
the fortunate fact that the engine kept a 
straight course after jumping the track. 

Had the engine buckled straight across 
tunnel, would ordinarily happen,

The tunnel of the Terminal Association, 
between the railroad yards and the bridge, 
is known to railroad men as “The Hole.” 

Ordinarily it is.well guarded by a block 
system, a speed limit and track walkers. 

When the Mobiie & Ohio train left the 
end of ‘the bridge Wednesday morning it 
was more than an hour late. The train 
consisted of six cars, as nearly as can be 
learned from Terminal officials, and was 
fuirly well filled. As it left the Relay Sta- 
tion at East St. Louis for the St. Louls 
Union Station, a Terminal engine coupted. 
on to the rear car, a Pullman stleeper, and, 
on leaving the bridge, it entered the west- 
bound tunnel. 

An attache of the Terminal company told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that it was going 
at’ a’ “Zbdi speed.’ 

No official of the company wilil tell, and 
no operator or employe is permitted to 
tell the cause of the accident. 

In the office of the general superintend- 
ent of the Terminal association, on the 
second floor the Union Station Thurs- 
day morning, inquiries as to how the acci- 
dent had occurred and how the train had 
been put back upon\the tracks and how 
long it had taken were met by a chief clerk 
follows: 

“Tf do not see how those facts can concern 
the Post-Dispatch or the public. If you 
want to know how the train was derailed

“Yesterday the Post-Dispatch printed a 
eritical article about the accident, which

There is nothing further 
to be said about it.” 

John Collins, foreman of the Terminal 
wrecking crew. geve the following detailed 
explanation of the accident, although he 
professed not to know its cause: 

The Terminal engine pulling the delayed 
Mobile & Ohio train left the rails in the 
westbound tunnel on a curve a short dis- 
tance bevond the ventilating fan, which is 
situated near Efghth and &8t. Charles 
streets, 

When the engine left the rails it ran 
along the side of the track for a distance 
of about forty feet. The right hand wheels 
of the engine and tender ran over the ties 
between the track and the south wall of 
the tunnel. The left hand wheels were be- 
tween the two rails. 

After running this

Judge Completes Instructions and 
Jury Retires to Consider Fate of 
Nat Patterson on Charge of 
Killing Cesar Young. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Nan Patterson 
awaits the jury's verdict. The evidence for 
both the prosecution and the defense has 
been completed. The lawyers “on both 
sides have summed up the case from their 
respective standpoints. The judge's in- 
structions have been delivered. The jurors 
are out. The last chapter has been reached 
in the story of Actress Nan Patterson ahd 
Bookmaker Cesar Young. 


That’ the delay will be comparatively 
short is the general expectation about the 
courtroom. Yet there are those who pre- 
dict a disagreement. Their opinion is 
based on the fact that one of the jurors 
has asked for information concerning sey- 
eral of the exhibi's In the case. His re- 
quest was taken t\ mean that differences 
of opinion exist, and that the hopes of a 
speedy. decision are net.to be.realined.. 

Justice Vernon = Davis completed his 
instructions at 12:20, and 5 minutes later 
the kev clicked in the door behind which 
the 12 men chosen to hear the evidence 
will decide the question of the prisoner's 
gullt or innocence on a murder charge. 

It -is-not the-duty of the court, Justice 
Davis informed. the jurors, to interpret the 
evidence. “Only upon the rules of law did 
his instructions touch. Any opinion which 
they might have formed during the ‘trial 
the members of the panel were warned 
that they ehould dismiss from their minds. 

Referring to the defense’s claim that the 
prosecution failed wholly to show a mo- 
tive for the crime, the justice remarked 
that. though no motive need be established, 
yet the point Is an imyportant one in con- 
nection with other facts. 

‘In considering circumstantial evidence,’ 
said the court, “the question of motive 
becomes important, but it is not a motive 
which might be imagined. It must be defi- 
nitely proven.” 

Next taking up the various degrees of 
murder the justice explained that, if Miss 
Patterson killed Young without premedita- 
tion, she would be guilty of murder in 
the s d degree, that she may also be 
found gullty of first or second degree man- 
slaughter, but that, if there should exist 
any douwbt concerning her gullt In any of 
these degrees of homicide, she must be 
acquitted. 

The members of the panel were also re- 
minded that they must carefully consider 
the question whether any of the state's 
witnesses lied to aid the prosecution, as 
well as whether the defendant was influ- 
enced In any way to speak untruths con- 
cerning herself. 

Of J. Morgan Smith's faflure to appear 
as a witness it was adcfed that no aog- 
nizance was to be taken. 

Prosecutor Rarid’s last words to the jury 
were a scathing arraignment of the pris- 
oner. 

“Actress. stony-hearted, cruel-mouthed 
avenger that she is,’ he exclaimed, “her 
very manner of telling her story should 
convince a child of her tnsincerity. 

“T have never seen a murderer who was

Many Witnesses Appear for Boy 
Arraigned Thursday for Mur- 
der of Mutzberg. 


OTHER MEN TO WEAR HAT 


Defenders of Youth Prepare to 
Prove Him Victim of “Framed 
Up” Case. 


In the preliminary examination of ‘John 
A. Schneider, Jr., charged with the mu der 
of Charles Mutzberg, saloonkeeper at Mis- 
sissippi and Chouteau avenues last Novem- 
ber, which began Thursday in the Court of 
Criminal Correction, an attempt will be 
made to show that Schneider is’a victim 
of police persecution. 

Schneider's friends say thai following the 
finding of a card at the scene of the kill- 
ing with the name “John J. Schneider’ 
written on it, the police have ‘‘framed up” 
@ case against him. 

The card was the business card of a 
Denver men, whose name is John J. 
Schne'der, and the name was written on it 
with a pencil. 

The man held for Mutzberg’s murder is 
John A S8&chnelder. 

With the help of his parents, who were 
@eparated, but have become reconciled 


through thelr mutual desire to assist their 


son, and two young women, Miss Hobbs 
and Miss Ollie Elder of Brewer, Mo., 
Schneider hopes to establish an alibi. 

The young women are exepected to testify 
that he was with them until 11 o'clock on 
the night that Mutzberg was killed, and his 
father is expected to swear that he was at 
home the rest of the night. 


Hat Would 
Fit Other Men. 


Schneider was a fugitive from the Boon- 
ville Reform School when he was arrested, 
and he has admitted to having committed 
a theft in Chicago, goaded by hunger, he 
says. . 

The police attach importance to the fact 
that the hat found near the scene of the 
crime fits the head of Schneider. 

The attorneys of Schneider will contend 


‘that the same hat would fit the head of 


many other men, and it is expected that 
the hat will be tried on others at the trial 
to show that it will fit many heads. 

The case was to have begun Tuesday, 
but was postponed on atcount of the ab- 
sence of Mrs. Johri Dorris, who lives near 
the saloon, and who testified at the cor- 
oner’s inquest that she saw the robbers, 
one of whom killed Mutzberg. 

Mutzberg was killed on the night of Nov.

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AFTER 27 YEARS 


Favorable Verdict for New York in 
Litigation Over Valve on 
Fire Engines. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Father Knicker- 
bocker received his Christmas present 
when the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals handed d a decision dismissing 
the claim of Christopher C. Campbell 
against the city.for. $26,321,819.50 for alleged 
infringement of a patented valve which |s 
in use inthe city’s fire engines... 

The decision was final, and disposes of 
one of the most famous patent cases that 
has ever been heard in the United States 
courts. Had the litigants won similar suits 
would have been brought in all large cities 
and millions would have been collected. 

By thé decision rendered New York city 
is relieved from paying a judgment for 
$1,200,000 entered against it in Novenber, 
1900, and the valve becomes public property. 

With vast sums at stake the case has 
been fought for 27 years by eminent counsel 
who have been backed by a syndicate, and 
it is said that the prosecution has cost 
ler, former Attorney-Gencral Williams, 
George Bliss and other lawyers, famous in 
their day. had represented the complainant. 
Willlam C. Whitney was corporation coun- 
sel when the case was brought in 1877, and 
his plea in defense of the city has at this 
late day been indorsed by the court of last 
resort in patent litigation. 

One James Knibbs, engineer in the fire 
department of Troy, N. Y., invented a de- 
vice known as Knibbs’ relief vaive, which 
he applied to the steam fire engine Araia 
Reade, in April, 1860. The valve prevented 
the bursting and destruction otf hose from 
excess of pressure, and greatly increascd 
the efficiency ‘of every fire engine. 

Knibbs obtained a patent on May 24, 
1%4. wack was later sold to Ch.istopber 
Campbell, and on Oct. 19, 1877, Campbell 
prought suit against the mayor, aldermen 
and community of the city of New irk.

House’ Richardson, and Boston and New 
York capitalists acquired the rignts of 
Cam belt and prosecuted the sult. 
Juda Coxe, in an exhaustive opinion, 
sustained the defense relied upon by the 
city that the invention was in public use 
by Knibbs and othérs for more wo 
years prior to the time application wus 
made for a patent, which is fatal under 
the tent laws.

fresh air and freedom, at the west end of 
the bridge, where most of them left the 
train for the upper and outer air, glad to 
escape from the smoke and gas below. 

Foreman Collins of the wrecking crew 
describes the work of getting the derailed 
engine and cars back on the track as akin 
to getting a wreck from the bottom of the 
ocean, except that in place of suffocating 
water the workmen had to contend with 
the choking and blinding smoke and gas 
from two engines in a confined space, but, 
unlike the divers, they had no helmets to 
keep out the destructive elements. 

The fan worked so vigorously that it 
extracted from the tunnel a large amount 
of gas and smoke, but at that the smoke 
was so thick that the gasoline torches and 
lamps used could be seen only two or 
three feet away. 


Work in Smoke 
for Many Hours.

GIANT'S BODY I 
CHUSE OF WARRANT 


Proprietor of Anatomical Museum 
Is Charged With Unlawful 
Traffic in Bodies. 


A warrant was issued Thursday for the 
arrest of David Davidson, proprietor of 
an anatomical museum, charging him with 
violating the law concerning traffic in dead 
bodies in exhibiting the remains of Ed- 
ward Beaupre, a giant who died early in 
July while exhibited at Dreamland, a con- 
cesion near the Pike. 

The complaning witnes is Dr. H. C. 
Robinson of 31083 Westminster place, who 
alleges that Davidson has the embalmed 
corpse of Beaupre on ehibition at the 
museum. 

There has been no little legal contention 
over the remains of the giant. When he 
died his body was taken out of the state 
to avoid legal complications, and it was 
kept in East St. Louis several weeks. Sub- 
sequently, according to the allegation of 


Dr. Robinson, it disappeared from East 
St. Louls and was brought back to 8t. 
Louis and placed in the museum in viola- 
tion of law. 

Davidson is said to defend the exhibit 
upon the ground that Beaupre’s father, 
Gaspard Beaupre, who lives at) Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, has given him permission to 
exhibit the body of his son. In this con- 
nection a telegram is exhibited. It pur- 
ports to have been sent from Winnipeg, 
July 6, and reads: “‘Do what you please 
with the body of Bdward.’’ 

The dead giant was 8 feet 3 inches tall. 
He weighed 337 pounds and was 23 years 
old. He is said to have been one of 13 
giant children in the Beaupre family, all 
of his brothers and sisters being abnormal- 
ly large, and one of them, a boy of 13, be-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—The President 
today accepted an invitation to visit Rich- 
mond, V4., and appointed J. E. B. Stuart 
of Portsmouth, Va, son of Gen. “Jeb,” 
Stuart, the famous Confederate cavalry 
Jeader, United States marshal for the east- 
@rn district of Virginia. 

This means that the President will make 
@wo trips through the South next summer 
*one by way of Louisville to San Anto- 
nio, Tex., to attend the reunion of the 
Rough Riders, and the other by way of 
Richmond to his‘ mother’s old home at 
Roswell, Ga. On the second trip a num- 
ber of other southern cities, invitations 
from which practically had Been declined, 
will be visited. No date has been set for 
the trip to Roswell but it probably will 
be made carly in the summer. 

The invitaticn to Richmond was extended 
by Mayor McCarthy and o delegation of 
city officials and prominent citizens. They 
were warmly received at the White House. 

The appointment of Mr. Stuart was a 
Surprise. Morgan Treat, who has held the 
Office for several veare’ and was a can- 
Midate for reappointment, was asked to re- 
sign two days ago. Mr. Stuart's appoint- 
ment was sent to the Senate before Mr. 
Treat’s nesignation was received. 

A few days ago Mr. Roosevelt promised 
fo appoint a grandson of “Stonewall” Jack- 
@on to West Point. Southerners are now 
led to believe that he intends to honor the 
temories of the famous men of the Con- 
federacy in every way.that he can. 

The President is accused of having 
Broken faith with the Republican organi- 
¢ation in Virginia by appointing Stuart. 
It is alleged that he pfHrnised to permit 
the Republican nfembers of the Virginia 
Jegislature to choose a man. It is said that 
he was guided solely in the matter by ex- 
Congressman John 8S. Wise of Virginia, 
mow living in New York, who is cordially 
disliked by leaders of both parties in Vir- 
ginia. 

Virginia Republicans here say that Stuart 
Tas, up to within less than a year, been a 
Democrat, and is unknown by a majority 
of the leaders.

If the ordi- 
nance becomes a law it will mean the ad- 
ditional appropriation of $130,000 for the 
first six months and $274,000 for the follow- 
ing year. It is to'go into effect on July 
1, 1905, if the mayor approves it.

UNWELCOMED VISIT 
TO COL. R.C. KERENS

Conspicuous Among the callers at’ the 
Kerens headquarters in the Planters’ Ho- 
tel Friday and Saturday last was a 
short -man with long, gray hair, pointed 
beard and military cloak. He was insis- 
tent and patient in his efforts to see the 
senatorial candidate, but Mr. Kerens was 
not responsive, and through the vigilance 
of his son and his secretary the visitor was 
tnwarted during the whole of two days, it 
being impressed on him that he was per- 
sona non grata. 

He finally abandoned his 
Saturday night, and announced that 
he would return. to Chicago and ad- 
dress his remarks to his old friend through 
the press. The stranger was Gen. John Mc- 
Donald, one time surveyor of the port of 
St. Louis. and an intimate friend of Gen. 
Grant, and, at the end of his official career, 
a scapegoat for all of the distinguished 
people who acquired dishonest money 
through the great whisky ring. 

Gen. McDonald's ‘purpose in coming to 
St. Louis at this time was to secure some 
smal] share of Mr. Kerens’ wealth, which, 
he says, is di® him. He is now living in 
Chicago, and, although he had a long sea 
son of prdopperity, reagnt reverses have 
made it necessary to realize on all possible 
assets. 

The story of his claim against 
Kerens dates back to the time 
McDonald was in affluence and 
Kerens gfas poor. President Grant 
missioned McDonald in 1870 to 
up a estrong organization which 
manufacturing tobacco in the Indian 
Territory, under a tax immunity granted 
the Indians, and shipping it into the gen- 
eral market, and which was dividing profits 
with a couple of prominent senators. 

Proceeding from Little Rock by “boat to 
Fort Smith McDonald established headquar- 
ters at the latter place. He needed men in 
his work who were well posted as to people 
and locations in the territory, and one of 
the first. men recommended to him was R. 
C. Kerens, who operated a small livery 
stable on the river bank. He had Mr. Ker- 
ens appointed a deputy marshal. and in 
that capacity thg latter did efficient work 
in breaking up the tobacco combination. 

McDonald says that when the end was 
attained Mr. Kerens asked him to use his 
influence at Washington to help improve a 
contract that Mr. Kerens then had for 
carrying mail once a week from Fort Smith 
across through the corner of the territory, 
into a Kansas town. The pay was so smal! 
that it hardly warranted Mr. Kerens in 
maintaining a horse and paying a boy to do 
the riding. 


Helped Him to 5 
Better Contract. . 


Being well pleased with the services 
rendered by Mr. Kerens, the gen- 
eral agreed to help him to a better con- 
‘tract, and some time later he took Mr. 
Kerens to Washington with him, paying 
all expenses himself, and introduced his 
prutege to the postoffice department. The 
result of the trip was, that Mr. Kerens 
not only had his old contract improved into 
a tri-weekly mail, but was given a num- 
ber of other contracts involving much 
greater revenue. He was delighted with 
his success, returned home, and was soon 
enjoying large prosperity as a mail con- 
tractor. , 

Gen... McDonald says that Mr. Ker- 
ens agreed to give him a share of the 
profits, but that as he (McDonald) was en- 
joying a large income as supervisor of the 
port in St. Louls, he did not call for 
any accounting. He says that on one oc- 
casion Mr. Kerens came to his office, in 


the building at northwest corner of Broad- 
ee ana Pine, and reported that he was

From time to time, as the years 
went by, he says, he asked Mr. 
Ke@ns to send him a remittance, but Mr. 
Kerens pleaded that he was not dolfg so 
well as he had been, owing to the fact 
that his settlements at Washington were 
now being made by a senator, who was 
intérested in the business. The arrange- 
ment had become necessary to keep fron, 
losing the mail contracts. Subsequent 
requests, at long intervals, elicited re- 
sponses of the same character, the gen- 
eral says, and he finally made up his 
mind to come to Sst. Louis and insist 
upon a settlement. 


Lieutenants Gave 
Advice to Leave. 


“I called at Col. Kerens’ headquarters 
between 2 and 3 o'clock Thursday aft- 
ernoon,” said Gen. McDonald. “As I 
walked along the hall I met Col. Kerens. 
He recognized me and stopped and shook 
hands. He said he had a conference just 


at that moment and would see me in a 
few minutes. He was very cordial. 

“I had been waiting about five minutes 
when a young man who | found out Was a 
Mr. Marx of Kansas City and connected 
with Kerens’ headquarters, came up to 
me very abruptly and said: 

‘Gen. McDonald, it will be impossible 
for you to see Col. Kerens, and it would 
be best if you vacate the headquarters 
quietly without any trouble.’ 

‘'‘No, sir.’ I replied. ‘I have business 
with Col. Kerens. He told me he would 
see me and I'm going to wait and see 
him.’ °

Then I 
thanked Mr. Marx for the courtesies ex- 
tended and said I should call again in 
the morning as suggested. 

“TI visited the headquarters again at 
noon Friday. Mr. Marx was not there, but 
I was told Col. Kerens was out at lunch 
and would be back in an hour. 

“T returned again between 3 and 4 in 
the afternoon. Mr. Marx was at lunch 
then and waited for him to come in. 
-**'When he came he said he thought Mr. 
Kerens was there and would see me. While 
he was gone to see a young mah came 
up to me very abruptly and asked, ‘You 
want to see Mr. Kerens? 

“IT told him I did, and he replied: 

“ *You can't see him here. It won't 
you any good to stay or to come back.’ 

‘Tl use my own pleasure about that,’ 
I replied. 

“IT afterwards learned that 
inun was Col. Kerens’ son.

indictment of Lawson on a charge of 
spreading untrue reports to affect the cop- 
per market and the Amalgamated in partic- 
ular. 

This ended the probability of arrest, as 
it is admitted that Mr. Wack, who gays he 
“Tost $22,000 in the Lawson raid, has no 
desire to start proceedings in the magis- 
‘trate’ s court unless his evidence will stand 
Muster in the grandjury. 

* It hag been authoritatively and positively 
announced also that H. H. Rogers and his 
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Standard Oil friends will not bring suits 
for libel or damages. They do not, how- 
ever, admit the truth of the charges. 

The only incident that remains to keep 
Mr. Lawson in the limelMght is his quar- 
rel with Dennis Donohue, financial editor 
of a New York paper.

Louis with W. McCain, a telegraph ope- 
rator then caumhires in St. Louis, three 
years ago and married him. She was only 
16 years old then. They lived with us. A 
year later they moved to Smitfield, Mce-

bring her baby. That was left with Mc- 
Cain and mothers at Smithfield.” 

Goldstein refused to say why his daught- 
er left her husband. 

“Ten days ago Mrs. Goldstein went to 
visit friends in Texas.

‘Mrs. Goldstein and Mrs. McCain arranged, 
by correspondence,

19 Mr. Loeser wrote to him as follows: 

“I wired you this morning as follows:

“Information has reached me that cer- 
tain property, consisting partially of val- 
uables and jewelry, and belonging to Mrs.

He said that he had made de- 
mand for the property, but that he did net 
receive any satisfaction, nor did he learn 
whether there was any property of Mbs. 
Chadwick in the hotel. He: declared that 
the proprietor said that he would com- 
municate with him later through his law- 
ver. 

When Mrs. Chadwick came to this city 
she brought several trunks, according to 
all reports. At that time she did not 
dream of finishing her residence in a 
prison cell, and came prepared to dazzle 
the eyes of skeptical financiers with dia- 
monds and finery. When she left the Hoff- 
man House for the New Amsterdam these 
trunks were not removed, and now they 
cannot be found. The evasion of Mr. Cad- 
dagan is regarded by many as an admis- 
sion that he has them in custody.
